With Atlanta far behind the num- 
ber of new members that had been 
hoped for as a result of this Christ- 
mas Roll Call for the noblest organ- 
ization in the wide world, with 
membership dues only one dollar 
a year, the women had been deter- 
mined that they would enroll every 
possible man or woman in the city 
before the campaign closed. 

But the weather didn’t suit. 

No matter that the women brave- 
ly disregarded the pouring rains, 
and went nobly to their posts of duty 
at the various booths throughout 
the city, it was impossible to secure 
the proper number of members when 
the rain made it too much for a 
man to stop, unbutton his coat and 
take out that dollar which was 
really so little, but which stood for 
so much—the measure of his heart’s 
appreciation of the Red Cross and its 
work. 

And the Rain Continued, 

Day after day it rained. Finally, 
on Friday night, the executive com- 
mittee, of which R. K. Rambo is 
chairman, Mrs. Beaumont Davison 
being head of the woman's divi- 
gion, announced that Saturday 
would be “Clean-Up Day.” But on 
Saturday morning the rain was fall- 


ing heavier than ever, and though 


the women braved the elements, 
still] there was no possibility of a 
semblance of a clean-up day in such 
conditions. 

o, it has been decided to post- 
pone the clean-up day until today, 
Monday, and, at last, the weather 
man hag placed his heart on the 
right side of the question and al- 
lowed the sun to break through and 
everything looks favorable. (At 
Jeast, it did when this was writ- 
ten and the forecast said “Fair.”)

Christmas stockings, filled 
with candy, toys and games sent 
from America, will be distributed, 
each child, in addition, being given 
some article of clothing, mittens or 
a muffler. 

Two hundred children who have 
returned to the ruined village of 
Crecy will receive complete outfits 
of clothing, so that they will be able 
to return to school.

Gathering Mistletoe in a 
Tree-Top for His Moth- 
er, Lyman Hearn Touch- 
es Live Wire. 


Eatonton, Ga., December 22.— 
(Special.)—Lyman Hearn, the 12- 
year-old son of Dr. and Mrs. Frank 
Hearn, well-known residents of this 
city, was electrocuted late Sunday 
afternoon, near the top of a tree, 
when he touched a live wire, while 
gathering mistletoe for Christmas. 
The boy fell sOme 30 feet from the 
tree-top to the ground below, with 
the mistletoe still clenched in his 
hands, and died before he could be 
given any assistance. 

The accident occurred in front of 
the residence of J. L. Willis on Jef- 
ferson street. The boy was return- 
ing home from the Methodist church, 
where he had gone to rehearse a 
Christmas carol with his playmate, 
Wakefield Walker, when they no- 
ticed the mistletoe in the tree, which 
young Hearn stated he wanted to 
take to his mother. 

Besides his parents he is survived 
by one brother, Lieutenant Francis 
Hearn, of Souther field, who has just 
arrived home on a furlough, and one 
sister, Miss Lina Hearn. Dr. Hearn 
was formerly connected with the 
Southern Dental college in Atlanta. 
The funeral will probably be held 
on Monday afternoon.

Copenhagen, December 22.—The 
Frankfort Zeitung, a copy of which 


has been received here, says the for- 
mer German empress will hardly 
live to see the new year. Her ail- 
ment, heart disease, has grown con- 
siderably worse during the past 
weeks. Previously for several 


months she had suffered from the 
effects of a stroke of apoplexy. 
The condition of the former em- 
press, the newspaper adds, has had 
a serious effect on her husband, who 
also is seriously ill. It is feared 
that his ear trouble will spread to 
the brain. Also his neryous con- 


dition is bad. 

A dispatch from Amerongen, Hol- 
land, last Friday said former Em- 
peror William was able to walk 
about the castle grounds that day, 
after having been confined to bed 
for several days. The dispatch add- 
ed that he appeared to have recov- 
ered from his chill, and that it was 
understood that his ear trouble had 
been greatly alleviated. 


EUROPE CHILDREN 
WRITE TO WILSON 
FOR HIS AUTOGRAPH 


Paris, December £2.— President 
Wilson is receiving letters from 
all over Europe from boys and girls 
who want his autograph. Some want 
more, seeming to think that he has 
brought Christmas gifts from Amer- 
ica, . 

The president cannot possibly an- 
swer all these letters himself, but 
to each little writer an official letter 
is going from the Paris white house 
ila the president’s apprecia- 
tion. 

To one 77-year-old boy in Madrid, 
who wrote a touching letter in which 
he said he thought President Wil- 
son was an international Santa 
Claus, the president did send an au- 
tograph reply. 

Gifts of various sorts are being 
sent to the President and Mrs. Wil- 
son from all parts of France, many 
of them homely little presents from 
peasants of their own handiwork. 
All are being acknowledged. 

A noted Parisian artist has sent 
the president a volume of etchings. 
of Premier Clemenceau. A sculptor 
has sent him a panel in bas relief 
symbolizing the defeat of Germany 
and inscribed with a quotation from 
the president's “force to the utmost” 
speech, : 

The president's trip to Italy, which 
will probably take place some time 
early in January, will be more than 
a visit to Rome. It is possible that 
he will choose a route that will take 
him, both going and returning, 
through some of the most important 
industrial centers. The details of 
the trip, however, cannot be worked 
out until his return from England. 


ABOUT 300 UNITS” 
OF R. O. T. CORPS 
TO BE ESTABLISHED 


Washington, December 22.—About 
300 units of the reserve officers’ 
training corps, created by the na- 
tional defense act of 1916, will be 
established immediately at as many 
colleges and schools, said an an- 
nouncement today by the war de- 
partment. During the war this or- 
ganization, from which it was plan- 
ned to develop a force of at least 
50,000 officers for reserve duty, was 
abandoned in favor of the students’ 
army training courps, demobilization 
of which has reached an advanced 
Stage, 

New regulations are being prepar- 
ed to govern the reserve officers’ 
training corps, so as to permit units 
to specialize in training officer ma- 
terial for the various corps of the 
army, such as artillery, engineer, 
signal corps, ordnance, air service 
and medical corps, instead of the 
uniform training for infantry which 
was the rule before the war. 

A total of 115 reserve officers’ 
training corps units had been or- 
ganized before the war. One hun- 
dred of the institutions included in 
the students’. army training corps 
have re-established their reserve 
units, taking over the equipment 
they had on hand. In addition, 200 
other schools or colleges have signi- 
fied their intention to share in the 
reserve training work. 

A special committee has been cre- 
ated in the war pDlans division of 
the general staff to administer the 
reserve officers’ training corps 
which as before wil consist of 
junior units at the high schools as 
well as the senior units at the col- 
leges. Through the personnel di- 
vision of the staff. also. it will be 
possible to select instructors from 
army officers shown by their records 
during the war emergency to have 
specia] qualifications in that direc- 

nm. 


All of the Men Are Badly 


Injured, and for the Most 
Part Are Survivors of 


Chateau Thierry. 


WILSON SEEMED WORN 


AS RESULT OF ORDEAL 


For There Were Many 
Affecting Cases—Presi- 
dent Met Private Named 
Wilson and Renewed Ac- 
quaintance With Traffic 
Policeman. 


Paris, December 22.—Pregpident 
Wilson today visited the Red Cross 
hospital at Neuilly, wh2re he shook 
hands individually and talked with 
twelve hundred badly wounded 
Americans, for the most part sur- 
vivors of the Chateau-Thierry ac- 
tion. He spent more than four hours 
in the hospital, visiting every ward 
and stopping at every bedside. Later 
he visited the French hospital Val 
de Grace. 

Wilson’s Hospital Experiences, 

Speaking of his experiences at 
the American hospital, the presi- 
dent said: 

“IT went through the American 
hospital at Neuilly with the great- 
est satisfaction. I found the men 
admirably taken care of and al- 
most without exception in excellent 
spirits. 

“Only a very few of them looked 
really ill, and I think that their 
mothers and their friends would 
have been entirely pleased by their 
surroundings and by the alert look 
in their eyes and the keen interest 
they took in everything about 
them. 

“T am sure that they will go back 
to their loved ones at home with 
a new feeling of joy, alike in their 
recovery and in the fine service 
they have been able to render.” 

Going to the American hospital 
with the expectation of remaining 
an hour, the president found four 
hours all too short, as he felt that 
he could not leave without speak- 
ing with every man, and he ex- 
pressed regret only of his inability 
to clasp the hand of every Ameri- 
can soldier in France, 

ihe president looked tired and 
worn when the ordeal was finishgd 
for notwithstanding the cheerfulness 
of tne men and the care which they 
were receiving there were many 
affecting cases in the wards, 

Sat on Edge of Cot. 

When he came to one very badly 
wounded the president sat on the 
edge of the cot for a moment and 
asked where he was from and where 
he had been wounded. He admired 
his War crosses and decorations. 
Noticing that many of his wounds 
were in the leg, the president asked: 
“Why have we no men wounded in 
the upper part of the body?” 

“Men who are wounded above the 
Waist are not here; they have gone 
on,” answered the soldier simply. 
One of the men the president came 
te stood proudly erect with medals 
on his blouse and @ne arm out- 
stretched in an appliance for restor- 
ing its usefulness, He looked sug- 
gestively like a traffic policeman on 


uty. 

“I’m glad to see you look so cheer- 
ful,’ said the president. 

“You have seen me many times be- 
fore, Mr. President,” responded the 
soldier. “I used to be a traffic po- 
liceman at the Grand Central sta- 
tion. Don’t you think I look nat- 
ural?” 

The president laughed softly. It 
probably was the only merry mo- 
ment he had in the hospital. 

Another strapping fellow gave his 
name as Private Wilson. 

“IT am proud to know I have a 
aeaeence Jike you,” said the presi- 
ent. 

“It is a very honorable name. I 
only tried to do it proud,” responded 
the soldier.  V 

One soldier had lost both legs by a 
shell. “I am thankful they didn’t 
get an arm,” he said cheerfully. 

Miracles of Modern Surgery. 

More than 6,500 wounded Ameri- 


cans from the battles around Cha-} 


teau Thierry have passed through 
Neuilly hospital. The 1,200 re- 
maining are the most serious cases, 
whom miracles of modern surgery 
are rebuilding to resume their 
places in civil life, though some 
will probably never leave the hos- 
pital. 

The president abstained from at- 
tendance at church in order to 
make the visit. He was accompa- 
nied by Mrs. Wilson and Rear Ad- 
miral Grayson and was met at the 
entrance by the commandant and 
his staff. But he made it plain that 
he wished no ceremony. 

“I just want to go in and visit 
the boys and have a chat with 
them,” he said. 

Beginning with the first ward 
the president went down one side 
of the room and Mrs. Wilson the 
other, stopping to cnat here and 
there with the wounded and grasp 
a hand for a moment or say a word 
of cheer and encouragement. The 
president himself, where it was 
possible, took the hand of every 
man, saying: ‘“We hope to have 
you back soon with us,” or “I wish 
you the best of luck and a speedy 
recovery.” 

So the president went, from ward 
to ward, always asking each man’s 
name and saying something inti- 
mately personal. 

Wished Boys Merry Christmas. 

As he left each room he turned 
for a moment and said: 

“I wish you boys as merry a 
Christmas as is possible under the 
circumstances.” 

There was no cheering in reply. 
for some of the men were in no 
condition for cheering; there was 
no hand-clapping, for most of the 
men had at least one hand in sur- 
gical appliances. But there were 
genuine smiles of appreciation. 

Some of the wounded were intro- 
duced to the president by the 
names the doctors and nurses had 
given them. There were “Texas 
Red,” “Tennessee Sly” and “Sunny 
Sam.” The last named was intro- 
duce@ as the sunniest boy in the 
hosnital. 

The president saw one lad who 
came to the hospital eighteen 
months ago with half his face shot 
away. His story was almost too 
térrible to repeat, but the president 
wanted to hear. So the doctors 
told it to him. 

The boy entered the hospital with 
so little of his face remaining that 
his eyes were all that are now 
shown in the plaster cast which be- 
gins his record. For a year he took 
all his food through a tube. Now, 
by additions of one of his own ribs, 
a bit of shin bone and teeth from a 
agaldier lese fortunate and some

Amsterdam. 22.—The 
Dusseldorf Nachrichten says that 


the conference neld at Berlin to 
“discuss the new constitution of 
Germany agreed upon the follow- 
ing fundamentals: 

“An elected president, to be head 
of the government, with powers 
midway between those of the pres- 
ident of the United States and the 
king of England; parliamentary 
principles to govern the president 
in forming a cabinet, which will be 
assisted by delegates of the fed- 
eral republics to the so-called stat- 
enhaus, which corresponds to the 
American senate; the statenhaus, 
however, must not interfere with 
the independence of the individual 
federal republics, which will num- 
ber fourteen or fifteen. 

The participants in the confer- 
ence included Hugh Preuss, state 
secretary of the interior; Professor 
Peters, Professor Max Weber, of 
the University of Heidelberg, and 
the Austrian minister, Hartman, all 
well-known authorities on consti- 
tutional law. 

Seven Republics Proposed, 

Dresden, Saxony, December 22.— 
A Rhenish official advances the 
suggestion for a future Germany 
composed of seven republics con- 
structed along the lines of the 
United States, as follows: 

First: Upper Saxony, composed 
of the former kingdom of Saxony, 
with Thuringia, Erfurt, Magdeburg, 
Anhalt and German Bohemia, Cap- 
ital, Dresden. 

Second: Lower Saxony, with 
Hanover, Lippe, Brunswick, Olden-: 
burg, Bremen, Hamburg, Lubeck 
and Schleswig-Holstein. Capital, 
Hanover. 

Third: Rhineland, with Baden, 
Alsace, Pfalz, Rhenish Heese, the 
Rhine province, Hesse-Nassau and 
Westphalia. Capital, Coblenz. 

Fourth: Swabia, with Wurttem- 
berg and MHohenzollern. Capital, 
Stuttgart. 

Fifth: Bavaria. 

Sixth: German dAustria, with 
Viermark, Kaenntus and the Tyrol. 

Seventh: Brandenburg and Prus-

The army is arranging for Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Wilson a Christmas 
tree as a surprise and also the most 
gorgeous collection of German sou- 
venirs yet gathered by the American 
army of occupation. 

The souvenirs include officers’ 
gold and steel helmets, anti-tank 
gun shells, swords. iron crosses and 
the like. 

Passes good throughout the third 
army area for President and Mrs. 
Wilson were tssued Saturday by the 
provost marshal, Lieutenant Colonel 
Julfan Dodge, provost of the occu- 
pied district. President Wilson’s 
pass is numbered 600 and that of 
Mrs. Wilson 506.

Lieutenant Stark and the nurse 
became acquainted last spring in a 
hospital at Limoges. They went to

“Both Admiral 
Peary and Captain Bartlett want to 
do a great deal of scientific research 
in the polar basin, of which over one 
million square miles remain unex-| 
plored, ang they would want to have 
a laboratory on the ship where the 
flora and fauna from the the ocean 
bottom will be kept until the return 
of the expedition. Little or no data 
has been obtained from the bottom 
of the polar basin, and no mete- 
orological surveys have been made 
in the polar region.” 

Asserting that “with the co-oper- 
ation of the leading geographical 
and scientific bodies assured,” it is 
Planned to have the expedition 
leave the United States next June, 
the announcement continued. 

“There are six weeks of fair 
weather in July and August when, 
even in the polar regions, it is sel- 
dom lower than 60 degrees above 
zero. The plans are to have a ship 
SO tu ktah, about 6vU miles from 
the north pole, in June when the 
ice is sufficiently broken to permit 
the ship to cross Melville bay. 

For Final Flight. 


“The. ship would carry a large 
seaplane or land airplane for the 
final flight across the top of the 
earth and for exploration of the 
unexplored polar regions, as well 
as smaller planes for the scouting 
flights. 

“Immediately upon arrival at 
Etah, a base would be established 
while waiting for the ice to break 
up further north to permit the ship 
to go as far as Cape Columbia, the 
small seaplanes would fly to Cape 
Columbia and establish a base there 
for the large plane which is to be 
used for the flight across the top 
of the world, from Cape Columbia, 
on the American side, over the pole, 
to Cape Chelyuskin, on the Sibe- 
rian side, and for exploration over 
long distances, 

“For the six weeks after the mid- 
dle of July, when the weather con- 
ditions are best for flying in the 
polar regions, the large plane, as 
well as the small planes, will be

BEING CONSIDERED 
BY ALLIED POWERS 


| 


No Plan Yet Formulated 
and Nothing Will Be 
Settled Until After Con- 
ference With Wilson 
When He Goes to Lon- 
don. 


STRONG OPPOSITION 
BY LEADING RUSSIANS 
TO BOLSHEVIK REGIME 


Allies Hope to Unite All 
Anti-Bolshevik Elements 
and Form a Government 


Which Will Restore Or- 


der and Be Given Recog- 
nition of the World 


Powers. 


London, December 22.—The whole 
question of Russia is under serious 
consideration by the allies, Reuter’s 
Agency learns from an authoritative 
British source. No plan, however, 
has been formulated, and nothing can 
be settled definitely until there has 
been an opportunity to discuss the 
matter with President Wilson. 

It is fully realized on all sides that 
the Russian problem is one of the 
most urgént and important that is 
to be dealt with, and it is hoped 
that during President Wilson's stay 
in London it may be found possible 
to discuss it with a view to prompt 
action. 

There have been numerous alarm- 
ist reports recently relative to the 
size of the Bolshevist army, but fig- 
ures quoted so far are considered 
exaggerations, The actual fighting 
strength is probably not much over 
200,000 or 300,000. Discipline has 
been introduced, but only means- 
that are far more tyrannical than 
anything Known under the old 
regime. 

Leaders Forced to Fiee. 

In considering the present politi- 
cal position, it must be remembered 
that for some months it has been 
quite impossible for the opponents 
of the soviet government to express 
their opinions in public. All leaders 
of thought who care for the future 
of their cofntry have been forced 
to flee, either to Siberia or to the 
south. In the latter region there are 
several anti-Bolshevist governments 
in existence, 

In the Kuban district, .General 
Alexieff's volunteer army, which, 
since his death, has been under the 
command of General Denikine, igs 
maintaining a valiant fight against 
the Germans and Bolshevists. A 


provisional government has been set 
up there, and mumbers among its 
members moderate politicians, such 
as Sergius Sazonoff, former ambase- 
sador at London; M. Astroff and M, 
Stephanoff, social democratic lead-« 
ers, and others identified with that 
party. Support has been given by 
the moderate Social revolutionaries, 
The allies are in tcuch with this 
sovernment, which possesses a thor- 
oughly efficient army of at least 
100,000 men, and a British military 
mission has been sent to inquire 
into the military position there. 

In the Don district is another 
anti-Bolshevist Sovernment, Here

The party left Kiev three weeks 
ago and traveled to Paris by way 
of Odessa. When Professor Milu- 
koff left K:ev the*Skoropadski gov- 
ernment, he said, was hard pressed 
because the Germans never had 
permitted Gencral Skoropadski to 
organize his own army, and 
Ukrainian force was small 
the German troops withdrew. 

Not Popular With Ukrainians. 


Professor Milukof§ said Genera] 
ge y tamer never ws popular with 

cae Jkrainians, because he advo- 
catéd an independent Ukraine, 
while the public largely favored a 
united Russia. Extensive Agrarian 
movements also have been directed 
against Skoropadski, the constitu- 
tional democratic leader added, and 
it is likely that the general has 
been overthrown. 

In the meantime General Deni- 
kine, former chief of the Russian 
general staff, has established a 
government at Yekaterinodar, which 
Professor Milukoff and his asso- 
ciates hope to see develop sufficient 
strength to unite all the moderates 
in the Ukraine and eventually to 
merge with the government of Gen- 
eral Kolchak at Omsk, Siberia, into 
a central government pledged to 
the promotion of Russian unity. 
Other members of the Russian mis- 
sion now here are Viadimir Gurko, 
a brother of General Gurko, who 
formerly commanded the Russian 
southwestern front; Sergius Tretis- 
koff, former president of the Rus- 
sian Ecumenical council; Alexander 
Getoff and Constantine Krovopos- 
koff. The last two named members 
of the mission are moderate social- 
ists. They specially are interested 
in the co-operative movement, and 
represent the left party in Russian 
politics. Professor Milukoff repre- 
sents the center party, while the 
other three belong to various par- 
ties of the right.

If it is delayed 
until spring hundreds of thousands 
of persons will perish and greater 
disorganization will ensue, 

“The Black sea affords access to 
the most populous and richest sec- 
tion of Russia. Consequently, re- 
lief expeditions through ,it would be 
easier and more effective than 
would the Archangel and Vliadivos- 
tok movements.”

Reveals Secrets 


of Gas Defense 


Details of the enormous prepara- 


tions which had been made in this} 
to overwhelm the German | 


country 
armies with poison gas were made 
public yesterday by the New York 
section of the American Chemical 
society, under the auspices of which 
a conference of chemical organiza- 
tions was recently held at the Chem- 
ists’ club, New York city. It is the 
belief of military authorities and 
engineering chemists as well, that 
the knowledge that there existed 
such facilities for the manufacture 
of deadly vapors 
devices against them was‘an impor- 
tant factor in the petition of Ger- 
many for an armistice. 

Colonel Bradley Dewey, command- 
ing officer of the gas defense, stated 
that in May, 1917. the production of 


gas masks was started by a group 
of five volunteers. In eight weeks 
they had shipped 20,00 masks for 
inferior to the present type. There 
had been produced up to the time 
the Huns laid down their arms, 
5,000,000 masks, 3,000,000 extra can- 
isters, 500,000 horse masks and a 
large quantity of mustard gas suits, 
gloves, ointmetns and antidotes. 
The production of gas masks when 
hostilities ceased had reached 40,000 
a day. The 1919 model, which the 
colonel exhibited, represents a rev- 
olution in design and overcomes all 
the discomforts of the earlier pat- 
terns, while efficiency is ten-fold 
increased. The officer expressed re- 
gret that all the men at the front 
could not have had the latest type 
before the signing of the armistise. 

Colonel William H. Walker, the 
commanding officer of the Edge- 
wood arsenal, and a prominent mem- 
ber of the society, summarized the 
achievements of the gas offensive 
program of the government: . “We 
had,” he stated, “on November 1, of 
this year, all the facilities for pro- 
ducing mustaru gas at the rate of 
100 tons a day, to say nothing of our 
resources for deluging our enemies 
with chlorine, phosgene, chlorpi- 
crin and noxic vapors previously un- 
known to them.”

Colonel Walker showed that the'| 


errors of extended investigations 
seeking new and improved processes 
which caused so much delay in quan- 
tity output in some other lines of 


war activities could not be charged | 


against the chemists. From the out- 


set, he declared, well-known and ef- | 
ficient toxic gases were selected for | 
manufacture in effective quantities, | 


while simultaneously a corps of ex- 
pert research workers sought for 
improved methods and products. As 
a result, there wa. never a day when 
th production of materials did not 
exceed the ability to utilize it. In 
fact, large quantities were shipped 


overseas in bulk, because other de- 
partments were failing in their de- 
livery of containers. Following the 
discovery of improved processes of 
manfacture, more factory units were 
built, but meanwhile production by 
the old mcuods continued until the 
new plants were ready for opera- 
tion. 

In apprec' tive words, Colonel 
Walker paid tribute to the patri- 
otic spirit in which the chemists of 
the country, for the most part en- 
listed men, had braved the dangers 
of the poisonous gas plants, far from 
the glamor of the real battlefields, 
and in some cases had made the su- 
preme sacrifice. 

He also told of the co-operation 
which he had received from the pri- 
vate chemical companies throughout 
the country, and as a part return for 
their helpfulness, offered to supply 
their research laboratories with any 
quantities of his poisonous mate- 
rials for experimental purposes.

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FROM CHAUMONT 


American Grand Head- 

- quarters Located in 
Town in the Province of 
Haute Marne, 163 Miles 
East of Paris. 


Chaumont, France, November 20. 
(Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.)—-This little city of the 
Haute Marne is the home of the 
general headquarters of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces. Until now 
its mention has been taboo, and the 
whereabouts of “G. H. Q.” one of 
the secrets of the war. 

Here lives the commander-in- 
chief and in the buildings of the 
French garrison is housed the of- 
fices of the general staff and all 
the auxiliary organizations that go 
with it—the nerve center of the 
army. <A city of normally about 

15,000 inhabitants, Chaumont lies on 
the Eastern railway lines, 163 miles 
east of Paris. It was formerly the 
capital of Bassigny and is now the 
capital of the department of the 
Haute Marne. 

On Strategic Site, — 

Like most of the older cities of 
France, Chaumont seems to have 
been founded on a site of strategic 
defensive value. It crowns a high 
plateau between the Marne and the 
Suize, and from the walls and tow- 
ers of the old city is a wonderful 
view of the valley of the Marne, 
here the river being hardly as wide 
as the Marne canal that flows be- 
side it between its poplar bordered 
banks. Northward over the narrow 
vale of the Suize the view takes in 
a wide sweep of rolling forest- 
crowned hills. 

General headquarters were Tre- 
moved from Paris here in September 
of last year, a careful seacrh of 
lected after a careful search of 
available locations. It lies in the 
centér of what was the American 
training area, every camp, as well 
as the Toul sector, in which the 
American forces first saw battle, 
and all the lines from Toul east- 
ward where we were located, being 
within reach by motor. 

The French post occupied as head- 
quarters, is typical of French garri- 
sons. Three long, four-story,’ red- 
tile roofed barracks, form three 
sides of a great quadrangle facing 
a wide avenue. A group of lesser 
buildings and the customary iron 
fence and ornamental gates is the 
remaining boundary. On either 
gate-post flies the Tri-color and the 
Stars and Stripes. 

Sentries pace their posts on every 
hand; the quadrangle is filled with 
hurrying officers and orderlies and 
clerks, hands flash in salute and 
gles give their almost hourly calls 
for the various military events and 
periods of the day, staff cars and 
motor cycles roll in and out, and 
now and then the sentry at the gate 
stiffens even more rigidly and 
brings his piece up with more snap 
when a great olive-drab car, shin- 
ing like a yacht, slides in, the scar- 
let tab on the windshield with four 
white stars, signifying the com- 
mander-in-chief, ' 


Pershing’s Car Arrives. 

Frequently the general’s car ap- 
proaches unheralded and so swiftly 
that the sentry’s cry of, “Turn out 
the guard,” is too late and the com- 
mander-in-chief is gone before the 
guard can tumble from the guard- 
house. 

Until last spring General Per- 
shing made his residence in a large 
villa near headquarters. He soon 
found,~- however, that so near the 
workshop of the army he could not 
have the quiet and lack of intrusion 
necessary to his growing responsi- 
bilities and he removed in May last 
to a beautiful chateau about five 
miles from the town. Here, in a 
great rambling castle situated in the 
Marne valley among groves and wide 
sunlit lawns, he lived with his per- 
sonal staff. Connected by telephone 
with every divisional, corps and 
army headquarters, his own offices 
in Chaumont and with Paris he did 
his work there when not with the 
army. 

Chaumont itself has become al- 
most Americanized by the presence 
of the headquarters. Its little ho- 
tels are always crowded with of- 
ficers. It has been very hospitable 
to the American occupation. Nearly 
every home with a spare room is 
thrown open as a billet for officers 
and many of the finest residences 
have been taken oVer entirely by 
the hundreds of messes. In many 
of them the officers have installed 
electricity and bath rooms and in 
some cases central heating plants 
and with French servants live com- 
fortably, almost luxuriously as 
measured in military terms. Hun- 
dreds less fortunate or lacking in 
rank take their chances on what- 
ever billet may be found in the 
crowded town where a bed is al- 
ways at a premium.

The Choctaw, which was en route 
from France to Norfolk, after great 
difficulty, owing to the rough seas, 
got a tow line to the vessel and 
the slow trip to Hampton Roads 
was begun. '

COMING IN FINLAND 


Washington, December 22.—Steady 
progress in the establishment of a 
popular government in Finland on 
a comparatively stable basis free 
from German control has resulted in 
a decision by the United States and 
the allies to furnish that country 1m- 
mediately with foodstuffs for civil- 
ian relief. 

In making this announcement to- 
day the war trade board said that 
“The moment Russia succeeds in 


achieving the same degree of social } 


and political equilibrium as Fin- 
land, she will be throwing open for 
her own benefit a door by which 
food and many other necessities of 
life may enter freely from the out- 
side world.” 

Shipment of 28,000,000 pounds of 
foodstuffs to Finland,-it was an- 
nounced, was authorized by the war 
trade board upon recommendation of 
Herbert Hoover, who is in Europe 
assisting to work out a program 
of relief for the distressed people 
of that country, and with the ap- 
proval of the allied governments. 
The shipment will include 290,009,- 
000 pounds of céreals. 4,000,000 
pounds of pork products, 2,000,000 
pounds of industrial fats, and &900,- 
000 pounds of sugar. 

“Since the armistice was signed,” 
the war trade board’s announce- 
ment said, “Finland has been able 
to progress steadily in the estab- 
lishment of a popular government 
and for this reason it is possible 
for the United States and ather 
countries to provide nourishment 
and relief to the nation heretofore 
deprived of it by her own internal 
predicament. 

“Information from Mr. Hoover 
and from other sources, including the 
allied commissions, shows that this 
sorely tried nation, once absorbeaG 
by Russia and more recently swal- 
lowed up by Germany, again appears 
to be establishing itself upon a 
comparatively stable basis, both po- 
litically and nationally.”

“Christmas this year smiles upon 
anew era—an era in which the peo- 
ple’s will controls their destinies, 
an era in which liberty rests upon 
justice, an era in which might bows 
before the force of right. 

“Christmas this year bids us for- 
get the price we have paid for the 
freedom we have won; to shape our 
course of life to meet the grave 
trust Which universal liberty im- 
poses upon our people: to turn our

STEEL READJUSTING 
TO PEACE BASIS 


New York, December 22.— The 
War-to-peace transition in the steel 
industry appears to be working out 
according to predictions. The mar- 
ket is quiet, with year-end inven- 
tories at hand, and producers mean- 
time are drafting a new form of 
contract to be more binding alike 
on seller and buyer. 

The labor situation in the indus- 
trv is being stabilized through’ the 
release of workers hitherto engaged 
on government orders. As an ex- 
ample, the Eddystone plant of the 
Midvale Steel company is about to 
free 8,000 employees, who will be 
absorbed in factories engaged in 
peace-time production, 

The iron situation remains strong. 
with plants sold up for the first 
half of 1919. <A large foreign de- 
mand for pig iron is anticipated as 
a result of reports of contemplated 
reconstruction work overseas. Tin 
price control has been assured until 
supplies allocated to American con- 
sumers, 10,000 tons, have been liqui- 
dated. 

Copper producers welcomed the 
announcement that price control 
would be discontinued January 1. 
Restrictions on lead also were abol- 
ished, allowine an open market. 
Durine the week spelter prices drop- 
ped, due. it was said, to the dump- 
ing of December holdings on the 
market. The local trade is watching 
with keen interest develomments 
abroad and depression in London 
has affected the situation here.

Hypnotic Voice 
Proves a Cure 


For Shell Shock 


Sergeant Van, Never In- 
side Medical School, the 
Wonder of the Doctors 
With American Troops. 


Paris, December 8.—(A. P. Corre- 
spondence.)—"Doctor Van” isn’t a 


' doctor. really—that is, he has never 
| peen inside of a medical school., He 
' is not a commissioned officer, either.

Two days after the war was de- 
clared in America he enlisted in one 
of the cities of the middle west and 
came over as a private. He is a 
sergeant now. His experiences— 
driving an ambulance, first, and 
after that in the frént line and then 
in various camps‘in France, till he 
was sent to a base hospital as a 
patient, would fill several diaries, 
if he keeps such things, which Il 
doubt. 

But there are a good many men 
in that base hospital who owe their 
returning health to him, after they 
had been in bed for weeks and even 
months, Now, although they admit 
that he is well again, they will not 
let him go from the hospital, be- 
cause a transfer is a long and 
tedious business to bring about, and 
they need him there to help out with 
the patients. 

Both Shell Shocked. 


He was only out of bed a day or 
so himself when he came across two 
boys in one of the wards who had 
been in the hospital since April. One 
of them had been an interpreter 
with the French army and the other 
was a marine from Chateau Thierry. 
They had been shell shocked, and in 
all these months—from April to 
September—they had grown scarce- 
ly any better. 

“Captain,” Sergeant Van said one 
morning to the doctor in charge of 
the ward, “do you mind if I see 
what I can do for those men there? 
I think I may be able to help them 
out a bit, if you don’t mind.” 

The captain looked at him in- 
terestedly. If it had been any other 
man the captain would have -been 
indifferent, perhaps. But Sergeant 
Van has a way with him. 

“What do you want to do with 
them?’ he wanted to know. 

“I'd just like to talk to them a 
bit, sir, now and then,” Sergeant 
Van said. 

The captain threw up his hands. 

“Kamerad!” he cried  jovially. 
“Talk is the deadliest medicine on 
top of the earth.” 

“I was meaning it, sir,” the ser- 
geant said, steadily. 

“Oh, go ahead, Van,” 
agreed. ‘Do 
please,” 

The next morning, on his rounds, 
the captain stopped beside the bed 
of the first of the two men who had 
been shell-shocked. 

“How’s it coming this morning, 
boys?” he asked. 

“F-f-fine, sir,” was the answer, a 
little unsteadily given, perhaps, but 
the captain did not notice that. He 
sat down on the bed and looked at 
the boy in amazement. Those were 
the first words he had spoken aloud 
since the day he came to the hos- 
pital, unconscious, five months be- 
fore, 

¥ie Stopped the Captain. 

At that moment Sergeant 
hove into sight from the diet 
kitchen. He had a plate of milk 
toast in his hands—a plate that the 
boy in bed followed with an in- 
terested gaze. 

“Beg pardon, sir,” Sergeant Van 
said, saluting, “but I must ask you 
to wait until my patient has had 
“0 breakfast before you talk with 
1im.” 

The astonished captain allowed 
himself to be waved from the bed 
to the nearest chair and watched 
In amazement the boy devour the 
toast. His hands’ shook so, from 
shell shock, that he could scarcely

|manage it, but he was propped up 


and fed himself, with every appear- 
ance of keen interest in his food. 
The day before the boy had not been 
able to swallow anything but liquid 
food, and he couldn’t have held the 
spoon. 

The captain beckoned Sergeant 
Van to the end of the ward. 

“Did you do that?” he demanded. 

“Yes, sir,”” admitted Sergeant Van. 

“How in blue blazes—” began the 
captain and paused for lack of 
words, 

‘“T'll show you if you like, sir.” 

“I do like,” ordered the captain. 

So Van showed him. Though the 
doctor couldn’t quite make it out, 
at that just what Van did. He 
stroked their heads a little, an@ 
massaged their throats a bit. and 
all the time he “talked” to them in 
the quietest, most harmless sound- 
ing voice in the world. But ten 
minutes after he began the boys 
were asleep, naturally, without a 
tremor in the bedies that had been 
nerve-wracked for weeks. The doc- 
tor looked at Sergeant Van help- 
lessly and left shaking his head. 


Sergeant Held Clinic. 

Two weeks later Sergeant Van 
held a clinic before a major gen- 
eral of the medical corps and sev- 
eral majors and still more captains 
ard lieutenants—all men of reputa- 
tion in America as doctors. Two of 
his subjects were the two men over 
whom he worked that first morn- 
ing. They came into the clinic, 
clear-eyed and straight and ruddy 
as athletes from the field. They 
passed tests that the doctors 
couldn’t pass themselves. One of 
them, supporting himself by his 
shoulders and his ankles between 
two tables, held the weight of four 
of the huskiest of the doctors, 
standing upon him at the same 
time. Another subject was a huge 
negro who had been brought to the 
hospital the day before and whom 
Sergeant Van had never seen. Four 
hypodermics had not been able to 
quiet him, and they brought him in 
in a straight-jacket. It took Van 
just seven minutes to have him 
asleep. 

Since then shell-shock cases have 
been in Van's hands. The doctors 
shake their heads and wonder. An 
American professor, well known for 
his psychological research work, 
shakes his head, too, and has noth- 
ing to say. 

In the camp and the hospital they 
call him the “hypnotist.” Perhaps 
he is. Under the management of 
the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion he has given a great many 
performances that set the men into 
Eales of laughter—regular § slap- 
Stick feats of mesmeric ability. He 
laughs when you try to get him to 
explain them. “Oh, I don’t know,” 
he will stay. But he grows serious 
over his shell-shock cases. 

“It isn’t that I hypnotize them at 
all,” he will tell you. “I just tell 
them that they are bigger than 
“their nerves, and that they can 
control them if they really want to 
And I show them how. They be- 
lieve it because I tell them it is so, 
and then, you see, they are well.” 

But the doctors continue to won- 
der and to say that Van has dis- 
covered the first really successful 
treatment for shell-shock. 


SHIPS TO CARRY GOODS 
TO SOUTH AMERICA 


Washington, December 22.—Cargo 
space for all goods purchased in this 
country and awaiting shipment to 
South America probably will be sup- 
plied in the near future. 

The war trade board announced 
today that Dutch shipping totaling 
50,000 tons already is available in 
United States ports or.on the way 
here and that other ships are being 
assigned for the South American 
traffic. 

Eleven Dutch ships, six of which 
are now in American waters, were 
ordered to the United States for 
grain, but owing to the congestion 
at American grain ports, Holland 
has decided to divert the vessels to 
South America. The war trade board 
has facilitated this movement by 
granting bunker coal, not only for 
the trip to South America, but for 
the return journey. 

“With the allotment of other ton- 
nage,” said the board’s announce- 
ment, “the merchants in Brazil, Ar- 
gentina, Uruguay and other South 
American points will be able to se- 
cure without further delay the goods 
which have been. purchased and 
stored here and other goods which 


are now on order.” 


HOOVER 10 SEND FOOD 
T0 SOUTHEAST EUROPE 


Paris, December 22.—Herbert C. 
Hoover, the food administrator, an- 
nounced today that in accordance 
with the resolution of the asso- 
ciated governments to take ener- 
getic steps in relief work, he had 
appointed Colonel Wood, of the 
United States army, to be director 
of relief for Serbia and Jugo-Slavia 
on behalf of the United States food 
administration. 

Colonel Wood, together with a 
staff of six officers, will leave at 
once for Belgrade and other points 
in the territory under his jurisdic- 
tion. : 

The allied countries will 
representatives to participate 
the work, 

Foodstuffs dispatched from the 
lnited States in co-operation be- 
tween the war department and the 
food administration are now arriv- 
ing in the Adriatic. They are being 
discharged at various ports, under

But, having settled the war, the 
allies, with France now recognized 
as an equal, went to Vienna and 
there made the memorable agree- 
ment which kept Europe in chains 
for more than half a century and 
perpetuated evils which endured to 
the moment when Germany was 
overthrown in the current year. Yet 
the purpose of the allies was the 
purposd of the nations now united 
against Germany: They sought to 
make war impossible, and they cre- 
ated a league of nations in the form 
of the holy alliance. 

At the present hour the effort is 
being made to combine the two ob- 
viously conflicting objectives, the 
Same congress is to deal with con- 
quered Germany, exacting penalties 
in territory and in money, not pen- 
alty for Germany’s defeat, but pen- 
alties growing out of wrongs com- 
mitted by Germany against nations 
by the wrongful annexation of ter- 
ritory or by the wanton destruction 
of property. At the same time new 
nations are to be created and the 
whole of international society is to 
be reorganized, with the league of 


mations as the basis of the new 
order. 


Dispose of Germany First. 
The normal order of procedure in 
dackling this gigantic task would 
seem to be to dispose of Germany 
first, fixing the reparations, and 

restorations, territorial and other- 

wise which she is to make. Sec- 
ondly, to delimit the new states, 
which, once they are created, will 
become part of a new league of na- 
tions, and finally, to proceed to the 
, organization of the league of na- 
_tions. The main objection to pur- 
_suing such a logical course seems 
_to be the fear in certain quarters 
that if the league of nations is 
/not made as the first step it never 
will be made, and that the peace 
congress will adjourn after having 
_ made another old-fashioned  bar- 
gain counter settlement. But is it 
, any less to be feared that Bolshev- 
ism and rivalries between races 
will create a situation beyond the 
resources of the league of nations 
to settle, or requiring a new cam- 
paign to settle, if peace awaits the 
termination of the debate about 


the freedom of the seas, for ex- 
ample? 

Peace with Germany should come 
quickly, since Germany must 
promphly be permitted to get to 
work, if there are to be any in- 
demnities. And if Germany drifts 
into choas, because the practical 
problems wait upon the idealistic, 
then when it comes time to make 
peace with Germany, imposing the 
financial burdens which are to be 
imposed, Germany will be incapa- 
ble of meeting them, will rather 
join with Russia in a Bolshevik 
league of nations than with her 
conquerors in a league of peace, 
whose first business will be to 
guarantee the payment by Germany 
of many millions of indemnities 
and the surrender of much terri- 
tory. | ‘ 

Europe. made peace with France 
after Napoleon fell in a few weeks. 
The victors in the present struggle 
can make peace with Germany as 
quickly as they choose, since they 
have only to fix the terms and Ger- 
many must accept. Once this peace 
were made, all the war restraints to 
trade and commerce in the world 
would vanish, the business of the 
world would escape the unnatural 
fettering, which will endure up to 
the end of the war. Peace made, a 
determination of the frontiers of 
new states and the limits of the ex- 
tensions of old states could be 
achieved with less expedition, but 
with almost equal benefit to the 
world. 

Thereafter, without pressure of 
time or possible intriguing between 
conflicting elements, a league of na- 
tions could be created. 

As it stands, there is no mistak- 
ing the growing fear in Paris, Lon- 
don and Washington that the end- 
ing of the war, necessary to the 
world, which must get back to work, 
may be indefinitely postponed by 
debates over the constitution and 
by-laws of an organization to pre- 
serve would peace.

“Common danger, common toil and 
common suffering have developed 
the spirit of brotherhood as nothing 
else could do.”

He said 
every thinking man must agreé that 
the purpose of industry jis to ad- 
vance social well-being, rather than 
to afford a means for the accumula- 
tion of wealth.

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AUSTRIAN SHIPPING 
FOR USE OF ALLIES 


Paris, December 22.—Italy will act 
as trustee of 500,000 tons of Austrian 
shipping now in Italian ports and 
distribute it for use exclusively for 


war suply and transportation, none 
to be used for commercia] traffic. 
This was reported today at a meet- 
ing of the allied maritime council. 
The Italian flag will be flown from 
those ships manned and managed by 
Italians. On these ships the flag 
of the allied maritime council will 
make its first appearance on the 
seas. 

Four admirals, representing the 
United States, Great Britain, France 
and Italy, whose flagships are in 
Italian waters, will take immedite 
charge of he disposition of the 
shipping under the direction of the 
council, 

Edwin N, Hurley, chairman of the 
American shipping board; Thomas F. 
Logan, and ear Admiral Benson 
represented the United States at the 
conference: Giovanni Villa, minister 
of transport; Dr. Crespi, minister of 
food, and Admiral Grassi represent- 
ed Italy. A representative of the 
foreign office acted for Great Brit- 
ain in the absence of Lord Reading, 
while M. Clementel, minister of com- 
merece, Admiral Debion and M. Monet 
acted for France.

Paris, December 
maritime council decided today that 
its flag would be hoisted for the lirst 
time on Austrian merchantmen in 
the Adriatic beside the Italian flag. 
Dr, Silvio Crespi, minister of food, 
discussing the action of the coun- 
cil, said: 

“The new flag consists of three 
horizontal stripes, with top and bot- 
tom white and center blue. This 
tonnage in the Adriatic will be used 
chiefly for relief work. There are 
also a. hundred thousand tons of 
Austrian merchant ships in Spanish 
ports which will be treated like 
those in the Adriatic. Half of these 
ships will probably be entrusted to 
Spain and half to Italy provision- 
ally. the idea being that the coun- 
tries in whose territorind waters the 
merchantmen are, or those in clos- 
est proximity. shall act as trustees 
for the entente. 

“Thirty thousand more tons of 
Austrian merchantmen in the Black 
sea, will alSo be taken over by Italy. 
while an additional 30,900 tons in 
various northern European _ ports 
will be divided between England 
and France, 

“The same rule is to be applied to 
2.500.000 tons of German merchant- 
men spreading throvghout the 
world. All these enemy merchant- 
men will ultimately be divided be- 
tween the allied powers and the 
United States in a ratio Which will 
be decided bv the neace conference.” 

In inter-allied circles the decision 
of the maritime council is consid- 
ered one of the greatest imnpnoriance, 
As it is the first step toward inter- 
national control of shipring and 
freicrhts, and in some circles is re- 
rarded even as the beginning of the 
foundation of a league of nations, 
es it gives to the worlaé a new flag 
of the allied maritime council to he 
flown alongside that of each of the 
allied countries.

Muskegon, Mich., December 22.— 
That Milo H. Piper, who last night 
ended his life in a cell at the coun- 
ty jail here, where he was held on 
a charge of killing Miss Freda 
Weichman, had for sometime con- 
templated suicide, was the belief 
expressed by the authorities today.

I am not 
guilty. MILO.”
